Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.— Reports 
from Oklahoma and Kansas indicate 
the injurious abundance of the fall I 
army worm. This insect is a hairless 
striped caterpillar, about one and one- 
half inches in length. 
It attacks a 
great variety of cultivated crops, but 
is especially injurious to grass, corn, 
sorghum, Kafir, millet 
and 
alfalfa. 
The worms can be controlled when 
found attacking these crops by adopt­ 
ing the following m easures: 


S u m m a r y of Control Measures. 
1. 
Provide yourself with a spraying 
ip pant tun and keep on hand several 
pounds of some standard insecticide 
such as arsenate of lead, arsenate of 
one, or Paris green.

W atch carefully the grass grow- 
ng among the cultivated field crops 
in the bottom lands or in the low 
places of the fields, and upon the first 
indication of the presence of these

Eggs that are to he used for hatch­ 
ing should be kept in a cool room in 
which the temperature is more or less 
moist. 
A basement that is not too 
damp is the best kind of a storage 
room. 
A room temperature of 45 to 
55 degrees is preferable. 
Fresh eggs invariably show a slight­ 
ly higher percentage of fertility and 
hatch slightly stronger chicks than 
eggs ten days old or more. Where ar- 
titieinl incubation *is used in hatching 
eggs several principles must be strong­ 
ly adhered to if success is to be at­ 
tained. Tile incubator room and incu­ 
bator must be well ventilated. 
The 
atmosphere In both tho incubator room 
and incubator must be kept moist. It 
is, of course, possible to go to ex­ 
tremes with each of these require­ 
ments. 
A room in which strong drafts pre­ 
vail is not a good incubator room be­ 
cause of the difficulty thus encoun­ 
tered in maintaining an even tempera­ 
ture. 
A room too moist will cause 
molding of the eggs and one too dry 
will cause excessive evaporation, eith­ 
er of which will kill a good many 
chicks in the shell and 
cause 
the 
hatching of many weak chicks which 
will die at an early age. A basement 
room is always p r e f e r a b le to an attic 
room as a location for an incubator, as 
it is easier to regulate both the room 
temperature and atmospheric moisture 
in a ba a Blent than in an attic or up­ 
stairs room.

Milk can be pasteurized at hom e in 
bottles or in mason jars, says Farm 
and Home. 
The bottle or mason jar is 
set on an inverted perforated piepan, 
placed in the bottom of a kettle or 
pail. 
This holds the milk container 
away from direct contact with the 
bottom of the kettle and avoids dan­ 
ger of breakage. A dairy therm om eter 
is essential to success. 
•The vessel is filled with w’ater up to 
tho neck of the bottle or nearly* to the 
top of the jar or other milk receptacle 
and the water heated to 150 degrees 
The heat is then discontinued. Cover 
the kettle with a cloth to retain the 
heat as much as possible and let it 
stand for half an hour. 
At ordinary 
kitchen 
tem peratures 
the water will not lose more than five 
degrees of heat in half an hour. At the 
•nd of this tim e cool the milk rapidly*, 
seal the receptacles if the product is 
to be kept very long and you may feel 
reasonably sure of a sate food.
